Sobr. ety, Vorals, and Proſperity of the lower Order, and conſequently to all thoſe above 
them; We do hereby ResuLvE, | 


THAT this Board all take the ſaid Scheme into Conſideration, on Thurſday the 8th of 
next November, and that the feveral Members of this Corporation be ſpecial'y ſummoned 
for 12 O'Clock on that Day, the particular C:.uſe of meeting to be mentioned in the Sum- 
monies.

RxsolvrD, That our Regiſter is hereby ordered to make ſuch Inquiries in the Name of 
this Society, as to him (hall appear neceſſary to collect the Opinions of ſuch Perſons as are 
moſt likely to give ſatisfactory Information concerning the probable Utility of inſtituting 
Charitable Loans throughout this Kingdom, and to lay the Anſwers to ſaid Inquiries before 
the Meeting to be held here on Thurſday the Sth of next November. 
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The Scheme propoſes the eſtabliſhing of Charitable Loans in the ſeveral Paronies, Cities, 
Towns and Pariſhes, throughout the Kingdom, for the Purpoſe of lending out Sums of 
Money, Intereſt free, to indigent induſtrious Manufacturers, "Tradeſmen and Huſbandmen, 
The Sum lent not to be leſs than three Guineas, nor more than ten Pounds, to any one Per- 
ſon, at any one Time, to be repaid, in ſuch Proportions, and at ſuch Times as the Gover- 


nors ſhall think proper. 


The Method to procure Funds for ſaid Loans, is propoſed to be as follows, every Barony, 
City, Town, and Pariſh, that ſhall raiſe a Sum not exceeding { 300, nor leſs than Co, 
ſhall be entitled to a like Sum, from a Parliamentary Grant, to be ſolicited for in the next 
Seſſions, or elſe, by Parliament enabling the Grand Juries of each County to make Fre— 
ſentments on ſuch Baronies as ſhall deſire the ſame, bv any ſix cr more Gentlemen {who 
ſhall have raiſed by private Contributions a Sum not leſs than Co,) a like Sum ot that 
Taiſed by ſaid Gentlemen, provided the ſaid Preſentment ſhall not exceed { 300. The Grand 
Jury to have a Power to preſent for the whole Amount in one Preſeitment, or to divide it 
into two, as they ſhall think proper Such Sums to be employed only 14 the Barony where 
the ſame is ſo raiſed. That in Caſe the private Annual Subſcriptions ſhall not be ſufficient 
to defray the neceſſary Expences of faid Barony Society, the Grand {urics to have a Power 
to preſent Annually on ſaid Barony for a Sum not exceeding £30. That ſuch Barony, City, 
Town, or Pariſh Scciety receiving ſuch Contributions or other Aids, towards eſtablithing its 
Funds, ſhall take out an Appointment from the Incorporated Charitable Muſica! Society in 
Dublin, that they ſhall tran{mit Copies of their Proccedings every three Months, and Ab- 
ſtracts of their Accompts every half Year to ſaid Corporation. That a Froportion of the 
Fund of each Society ſhall be ſet apart for a Caſh Loan, Looms, Hoſiers Frames, &c. 


That the Members of each Society ſhall meet once a Month, the Day aſter the Borrowers 
make their Payments, 1n Order to lend out the Receipts. 


The Scheme ſtates the Advantages of ſuch Loans to poor induſtrious Huſbandmen, Manu- 
facturers and Tradeſmen, by enablin them to carry on their Buſineſo, by incitin., in them 
a laudable Emulation to excel in each Branch, by encouraging them to Honeily, creatiug in 
them an Inclination to Induſtry and improving their Morals and Conduct, to the rromotion 
of their own Welfare, of that of their Superiors and of the Community at large,
